REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not teach 
nor render obvious each and every limitation of the claimed invention. Specifically the prior art does not 
teach checking first information identifying a particular packet against an inbound ACL of a network 
device to determine whether ingress of the packet to the network device is permitted and, if ingress is 
permitted, then checking the first information against the outbound ACL of the network device to 
determine whether egress of the packet from the device is permitted and performing the check of ingress 
and egress ACL with the device to which the particular packet is allowed to egress from the network 
node.
